Pickets appeared at the 
Romulus Board of Education 
offices yesterday morning 
following an early morning 
meeting called by the 
Romulus Education 
Association (REA) for the 
purpose of taking a strike 
vote 

The teachers unanimously 
voted to withhold services 
until a contract agreement 
had been reached. 

“No contract, no work,'’ 
said Peg Ross, president of the 
REA 

“We have no talks 
scheduled at this time, and 
we re waiting until the board 
contacts us before we 
negotiate.” 

THE TEACHERS are to set 
up a strike headquarters 
today 

Negotiations had resumed 
Sunday between members of 
the REA and Romulus Board 
of Education representatives 
but ended in an impasse on the 
subject of salaries and fringe 
benefits. 

“We offered a pay increase 
of $382 50 for beginning 
teachers," according to 
Assistant Supt James M. 
Garfield, “and raises up to 
$1,500 for teachers with more 
seniority. 

“We’re a little surprised 
they « the REA) turned it 
down." he added 

Garfield said that he felt 
that 99 per cent of the non- 
economic issues had been 
settled by the Sunday meeting 
“at least in concept.” 

Salaries and fringe benefits 
are th<i issues still to be 
resolved, a* cording Me Gar- 
field. 

The week has been filled 
with charge and coun- 
tercharges of who did or did 
not ask for mediation and 
which side sought meetings to 
negotiate. 

Dave Ferdon. negotiator for 
the teacher association, 
earlier had claimed that the 


Salaries and fringe benefits are 
the issues still to be resolved. 


Romulus board and its 
negotiators had discouraged 
effective negotiations until 
August and claimed that the 
board was waiting for final 
state aid to be set. 

Earlier, following 
negotiating sessions, the REA 


issued a news release stating a 
number of charges against the 
school board, including that 
the board was following the 
outline set up by Wayne 
County Task Force 36, a 
coalition of Wayne County 
school boards. 


Ferdon charged that the 
“task force” had been 
organized “for the apparent 
purpose of maiming job 
security it had taken the 
teachers eight years to gain in 
negotiations.” 

The REA also had charged 


the board with rejection of 
REA proposals that included 
staff involvement in 

curriculum planning and 
protection for probationary 
teachers. 

The administration denied 
any involvement with “task 
force” guidelines for 
negotiating and reiterated its 
willingness to continue w'ith 
the meetings until the 
stalemate was resolved.

Second administrator resigns post

A second man has resigned 
his administrative post in 
Romulus. 

William Pritula, director of 
the* Romulus Department of 
Public Works has made his 
resignation effective Sept. 28 

He follows Director of the 
Romulus Building Depart- 
ment Clayton W. Meldrum, 
who resigned last week in a 
political controversy. 

MELDRUM’S WIFE works 
for Terry L Troutt, who is 
running against Romulus 
Mayor Hyle Carmichael for 
the post in the November 
general election. 

Pritula would give no reason 
for his resignation, said: “I 
wasn’t asked to resign in so 
many words, but I can say, 
politics is rotten. 


“I don’t want to talk about it 
now. but I will after it’s ef- 
fective. Sept. 28." 

Pritula is the second ad- 
ministrator w ho was placed on 
the “chopping block” by the 
slate for “Integrity and 
Quality in Romulus Govern- 
ment” (IQ) being run by 
Carmichael, according to 
reports 

THE ROMULUS Roman has 
learned that the “steering 
committee” of the IQ slate 
demanded both Meldrum’s 
and Pritula’s resignations, 
allegedly because neither w-as 
directing his department in an 
orderly fashion 

Pritula has been in line for 
firing since last year, when he 
ordered a dirt road main- 
tained by crews of the 
Department of Public Works 
under instruction of the 


Romulus City Council, ac- 
cording to a spokesman. 

Carmichael was opposed to 
maintaining the street, after 
learning it was a private 
thoroughfare. and not 
dedicated to the city as a 
public way 

Carmichael’s personal 
attorney, William Moshier, 


filed suit on the matter, 
claiming that the city was 
remiss in maintaining a 
private road. However, 
Moshter’s action was not 
directly in behalf of the 
mavor 

THE WAYNE County 
Circuit Court later upheld

County approves funds for guns 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners unanimously 
have approved an ap- 
propriation of $2,500 for the 
testing by the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department of a new' 
weapon called a “stinger 
stick” or “stun gun” which 
fires large pellet-filled car- 
tridges. 


The sort of blackjack fired 
from the new weapon, which 
will knock a man down and 
stun him without killing him, 
will soon be used by a select 
group of Wayne County 
sheriff’s deputies. 

The funds appropriated will 
finance the use of the weapon 
fora three-w'eek period. If the 


testing is successful, deputies 
will begin carrying them on a 
six-month trial basis. 

The new weapon is available 
in sizes ranging from nine 
inches long to the length of a 
shotgun. One model can be 
used as a combination 
nightstick and firearm 

Sheriff William Lucas said 


the new stinger stick has been 
used in law enforcement only 
once, in a small town 

He added that the new 
weapon also could be useful in 
crowd control. 

The weapon cost less than 
$loo apiece and Lucas said 
that his department will start 
its experimental use w'ith six. 


program, and a former officer 
in the U.S. Public Health 
Service. Melnick believes his 
treatment can best be im- 
plemented by a three-part 
program he is developing 

His plans include a 
methadone detoxification 
program for heroin addicts, a 
counseling ptoyram and a 
crisis intervention program 

HE EXPLAINS: “The 
methadone detoxification 
program is designed to help 
the heroin addict reduce his 
habit to nothing over a 21 -day 
period 

“I can’t emphasize enough, 
that this is not a maintenance 
program, but a program 
designed to help the addict 
overcome the pain of direct 
withdrawal from heroin. 

“In the end, after the 21-day 
period, the addict will be free 
of all drug dependencies, and 
ready to enter our second 
stage of treatment— the 
counseling program. 

“Actually, the counseling of 
the addict begins soon after he 
enters the detoxification 
program, with trained 
counselors seeking the in- 
dividual’s reasons for abusing 
drugs. 

"If we find the reason, 
either psychological or 
physiological, we can then 
proceed with the treatment, 
hopefully solving the 
problems which caused the 
individual to get involved in 
the first place.” 

IT’S THE individual 
treatment program which 
Melnick favors. 

“We suit the treatment

There’s a bit of the ham

“I’d try to joke and play 
with them, and to tell 
them stories, but they’d 
shy away, afraid of an 
American. 

“SO I WENT OUT 
and got a mop, and put it 
on my head, put shoe 
polish on my face and 
reddened my nose, and 
went back to talk with 
them 

“They loved it, and 1 
became Coco.” 

Coco is the name the 
Vietnamese children 
gave to Leone, because 
they couldn’t pronounce 
clow'n 


By the time the ship 
reached the Phill ipine 
hospital where the 
children w r ould receive 
treatment, the children 
w'ere friends with their 
“Coco,” eagerly awaiting 
his arrival each evening 
BUT, THE TIME came 
w'hen Coco had to return 
to the coast of Vietnam 
“By then, they were 
used to me without my 
make-up. and I could go 
into their rooms and talk 
to them,” Leone said 
“That last day, I was 
going around to say 
goodbye to each one, and 
one little guy didn’t want 
me to leave 
“I messed up my hair, 
put on one of the nurse's 
make-up and came back 
to tell some jokes and 
some stories. 

“It was hard for me. 
but the kids really en- 
joyed it, and when I left it 


for 


was a lot easier 
them " 

LEONE CONTINUED 
his amature entertaining 
during his voyages with 
the Navy. 

He’d hit ports of call 
along his journeys, and 
would seek out schools, 
orphanages and other 
places where children 
could be found, to en- 
tertain 

“There’s nothing better 
in the world than a kid 
laughing.” he said “I 
love it. and when I can 
take some kid’s mind off 
the lousy problems they 
have to deal with today, 
I'm happier than ever.

(Continued from Page A-l) 
program to the person,” he 
said “We don’t force the 
person into the treatment 
process. 

Every addict has a different 
story— a different reason for 
addiction— so every treatment 
will have to vary with the 
situation.” 

Melnick’s search for a 
reason for addicition points to 
the key to his philosophy of 
drug abuse— the drug abuse or 
use is a symptom of a greater 
problem which must be 
treated first. 

THE ROMULUS Help 
Help Center, according to 
Melnick, will not be in the 
business of “drying out” 
addicts so they can return to 
their habits with needs for 
lesser dossages, but will at- 
tempt to correct the problem 
permanetly. 

“That’s why we don’t enter 
the methadone maintenance 
program,” Melnick explained. 
'Methadone maintenance is 
the process of giving 
methadone to the heroin 
addict as a substitute for the 
heroin. 

“There’s no attempt to ever 
get the addict off drugs— 
methadone is an addictive 
drug, but only to maintain the 
habit in a different form. 

“To me, the maintenance 
program substitutes one 
crutch for another, 
ever exploring the reason for 
the crutch in the first place. 

"IT'S GIVING up on thfc 
individual himself— saying 
'We know you can’t cope 
with life on your own. so we’ll\ 
allow you to do it on drugs! 
which we consider less 
dangerous than the one you're 
using.’ 

“It’s self defeating, if 
you’re trying to help people ” 

Helping people is the goal of 
the help center. 

“We want to put these 
people back into society, as 
constructive members,” 
Melnick said. 

TREATMENT will not only 
consist of help in withdrawal 
from drugs, and counciling on 
means to avoid using drugs, 
but also will consist of helping 
the addict find a new life— a 
constructive life in society. 

“We’ll engage in education, 
in crafts training, in job 
counseling, in a myriad of 
services, so long as we can 
help the individual,” Melnick 
said 

“We may not have all the 
services available at the 
center now, but we’ll be able 
to direct the individual to the 
service he most needs.” 

As part of the preparation 
program, Melnick, and his 
office assistant Stephanie 
Lewkowicz, are researching 
sources of available help, 
through social service 
agencies, job placement 
agencies and government 
bodies. 

“WE WANT to have a full 
offering of programs 
available, so when we’re in 


operation, we’ll be able to 
provide full service.” 

Plans are being made to 
hire full-time and part-time 
staff members, who will 
administer drugs and offer 
medical treatment, who will 
engage in counseling and 
crisis counseling and who will 
enter the community, in an 
effort to seek out those in need 
of help and direct them to the 
center 

“We’re convinced that as 
soon as we open for regular 
business, we’ll have cases,” 
Melnick said. “That’s been 
my experience in the past, but 
we ll be able to do a better job 


of reaching the community by 
having people who will go out 
and find those in need of 
help.” 

No timetable has been set 
for opening the help center 
yet. Right now the center is in 
the process of seeking funds 
from Romulus to match a 


$91,000 grant to the center 
from the federal government 
The center is seeking ap- 
proximately $22,000 from the 
city, including $17,000 in cash 
and another $5,000 in goods 
and services, and will be 
looking for $8,000 in donations 
from the business community 
and civic groups

A $100,000 libel suit has been 
filed against a member of the 
Troutt team and w r hat is 
believed to be a team 
publication for injury to the 
“good name, fame and credit” 
of Romulus Mayor Hyle J. 
Carmichael. 

Carmichael’s attorney, B 
B Moshier, has filed the suit 
in Wayne County Circuit Court 
against Gary Bingamen, 
Troutt team candidate for city 
clerk in the Nov. 6 general 
election, and the “Romulus 
News.” 

In the suit, Moshier 
demands damages for articles 
printed in the “Romulus 
News” prior to the Aug. 7 
primary election, which 
charged Carmichael with 
“covering up” a state audit of 
the city’s books and which 
charged the mayor with 
“living it up” on city funds. 

ONE OF THE articles was 
written by Bingamen. The 
other, charging the mayor 
with covering up the audit, 
was written by Joe Fair. Fair 
was not mentioned in the suit. 

The suit charges: 
“Defendant, Gary Bingamen, 
maliciously contrived to in- 
jure plaintiff (Carmichael) in 
his good name, fame and 
credit and to bring him to 
public scandal and disgrace 
and cause to be believed that 
he as mayor had been guilty of 
fraud and dishonesty, of 
cheating and of imposing upon 
public funds of the City of 
Romulus, all for the purpose 
of damaging plaintiff in his 
said employment as mayor 
and his future as a public 
servant . and to that end, did 
maliciously and falsely write 
and cause to be published 
various and sundry 
statements in the pamphlet 
known as “Romulus News.” 

Although the ownership of 
the Romulus News isn’t 
recorded at the Wayne County 
Clerk s office, Carmichael 
believes it was published by 
the Troutt team, lead by 
mayor candidate Terry 
Troutt. It was distributed by 
members of the team and 
their workers, he said. 

“This is the most flagrant 
example of yellow journalism 
I have seen,” said Carmichael 
in filing the suit 

“TIIE WHOLE STORY in 
Troutt’s tabloid was nothing 
more than a conglomeration 
of clever words strung 
together by a slick writer.

A heart to live with... 

The 'tether' is gone

CLEVELAND — Nurse Barbara Gorbeck scrounged a 
Norelco electric shaver with the special sideburn attachment 
and a comb to help with their first step back into reality 
Do you comb it back over the ears like this?” she asked 

“No. straight down the sides — like snoods for the 
sideburns ’ 

Oh 

TH AT WAS FOB the morale after a day of being awakened 
every two hours to breathe into the Bennett machine Even 
now. with tubes and monitors and ennui, the unease was 
small against the years ahead 

Other things were going on. the regular checks, the 
measure of the intervenous fluids, tests of all the appropriate 
kinds and. blessedly, a baby spoon of crushed ice every hour 
or so. 

And there was conversation, one way because in the early 
hours the tubes cut off talking. The nurses kept me informed 
of all I needed to know, maybe more. 

Every hour Larry Morrow came down the center aisle 
pushing a Bennett machine. Blow into it, through a plastic 
mouthpiece, for 10 minutes, then cough from the bottom to 
clear the lungs while Larry pounds the back w'ith cupped 
hands. 

IT WAS TO clear the gunk from the lungs, a condition 
caused bv the anesthetic and, presumably, the hours of 
inactivity that they are collapsed. Thus it was that Larry and 
l developed a pattern 

“1 have labored mightily and have brought forth three 
hunks of gunk,” I would state as haughtily as one can under 
the circumstances. 


‘ You. sir, are quoting Shakespear,” he would answer, and 
everybody without a tube in the way would laugh. 

At other times it was possible to fall desperately to sleep 
for what could have been eight hours, then find upon 
awakening that the clock on the far wall had moved only five 
minutes.

There was the first food — broth, jello and tea — and the

Panax newspapers will refuse any future 
School Bell Awards from the Michigan 
Education Association as a matter of jour- 
nalistic integrity. 

The policy was adopted following the 
conversion of the MEA from an educational 
service organization to a teacher union. 

Until 1965. the MEA was dedicated to 
elevating the professional stature of its 
teacher-members and improving the quality 
of education of the young. 

At that time, the Hutchinson Act - which 
still prohibits strikes by public employees - 
was changed to allow exclusive bargaining 
agents to represent government workers at 
all local levels. 

The MEA won the ensuing scramble to 
represent all but the teachers in Detroit and a 
handful of other districts. 

Strident MEA spokesmen insist that 
educational professionalism remains, that 
labor negotiations constitute merely another 
service to the teachers 

But dearly something has suffered. The 
MEA cannot do a good job for the profession it 


formerly served, nor can it excel as the 
teacher union it has became. 

Panax President John P. McGoff wrote in 
his letter to the JVIE£ that the MEA has 
“involved itself improperly in political ac- 
tivities of questionable justification on all 
levels of government to serve its owm ends” 
and added: 

“We believe that the integrity and fairness 
of our newspapers can be better judged by our 
readers without the implication that we en- 
dorse MEA activities by competing for and 
accepting the award of the School Bell." 

The MEA has abandoned the high 
professional purposes for which it was 
founded and has adopted an adversary 
relationship to the community and tactics 
harmful to education, the public and to the 
profession 

We shall continue to report and publish 
educational news in all of our newspapers of 
the same high quality that has won many 
School Bell awards in the past 

We shall continue to serve our readers, not 
the MEA

MEA policy hurts 
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Mitch's Niche 


Faith in God 
gives purpose 
and meaning

How does one judge 50 years of service to God, people and 
community.. 

Last month the answer unfolded at St. Mary’s Church in 
Wayne, when parish members marked the church’s golden 
anniversary. 

And it all started nearly 2,000 years ago with the birth of a 
child they called Jesus . .. and who was later to become known 
to a troubled w orld as Christ - the son of God. 

IN RECENT YEARS the pessimists would have you 
believe that God is dead, that codes of morality are for the 
weak - that honesty and integrity is outdated in this new’ era. 

And then we’ve heard others falsely preach the church is 
dying. If anyone is dying, it is man, and he dies a little each 
day... by his own deeds of greed. 

The first St. Mary ’s Church was built in 1893 - and stood on 
the present location of the church’s activities building. 

Then some years later, Aug. 26, 1923 to be exact. ..the 
cornerstone was laid for the present St. Mary’s and was 
enlarged to its present form in 1955. 

A religious structure ‘lives when the men, women and 
children of a community practice their credo on a daily diet. 

WHETHER SOME of us are around for present St. Mary’s 
100th anniversary is of little importance; and if we were, 
we’d find the parish of 2,023 a.d. an active believing 
assembly. 

When one loses faith in God, his church and his country - 
life becomes hallow and fruitless. Just ask those who live in 
Godless-societies. 

In my recent travels I’ve been afforded the opportunity to 
view majestic Mt Ararat in old Armenia, the Biblical 
mountain when the Scriptures tell us Noah’s Ark came to rest 
- and the Vatican in Rome.

LANSING — Organization politicians of both 
major parties are pulling the wagons in a circle 
to protect themselves from the people. 

They are marching together toward reform of 
theelection process to make it believeable again 

That was the subliminal inspiration for a 
remarkable arm-linking by Democratic State 
Chairman Morley Winograd and Republican 
State Chairman William F McLaughlin to push 
a six-point package 

It was drafted at the highest levels of the 
parties, a 16-member Republican delegation and 
a leadership group from the Democrats, 
negotiating and proposing under the Belle Isle 
bridge at midnight 

DEMOCRATS AT least reached agreement 
without troubling structured party sub-echelons 
working on the same proiect Republicans have 
more discipline and don't have that problem on 
policy matters. 


The real fear is that political parties have 
deteriorated into election mechanisms for 
photogenic and articulate personalities from the 
thundering philosophical instruments of the 
past 

Almost unmentioned, but hovering over the 
Winograd-McLaughlin meeting were such things 
as Watergate, public cynicism toward all 
political people and the decline of the parties. 
McLaughlin touched on it 

“I would think also that neither one of us wants 
to be caught up in an overreaction to Watergate 
w hich is going on in a lot of places and is liable to 
put the political parties out of business.” 

WATERGATE. OF COURSE, is going to hurt 
both parties and the answer in Michigan is 
reform 

A special Senate committee of bipartisan 
flavor is working on ethics, including election 


campaign spending reform. 

Gov William G. Milliken has issued a Code of 
Ethics for state employees and officials, has 
appointed a Board of Ethics and now- wants to 
give it statutory status. 

Now come McLaughlin and Winograd with 
proposals for an appointive board of education, 
for a closed primary, voter registration at 
license plate offices, increased voting machines 
to reduce jamups, and some change in the 
election of Supreme Court justices. 

McLaughlin wants appointment of the justices 
and Winograd some form of election They plan 
to put both ideas on the ballot to let the voters 
decide 

IN SHORT POLITICAL honesty and ethics, 
reform and order are all very in this year. 

Winograd said the big news was that the two 
parties were cooperating and got agreement 
from McLaughlin and from former Democratic 


Alex Solzhenitsyn lives a life of fear

MOSCOW <AP> — Nobel Prize novelist Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn, in a rare and bluntly outspoken interview w ith 
two Western newsmen, says his life has been threatened He 
says that, if he is imprisoned or killed, “the main part of my 
works will be published 

The world-celebrated author whose works are banned in 
the Soviet Union, said he and his family have received 
warnings and if 1 am declared killed or suddenly 
mysteriouslv dead the world could conclude that 1 have 
been killed with the approval of the KGB or by it 

The KGB is the Soviet security police organization 

SOLZHENITSYN. 54. is the author of such famed novels as 

The First Circle.’’ “Cancer Ward” and August 1914 ” He 
won the 1970 Nobel Prize for lltei.iture hut ‘Mthonties 
prevented him from receiving it in his homeland 


The bearded writer, dressed in an open-necked shirt and 
slacks, was friendly and animated as he discussed 
developments that have convinced him the cause of in- 
dividual freedom in the Soviet Union is at a low ebb 
SOME OTHER MAIN points of Solzhenitsyn's statements: 

What he calls “the mam part of my works” is as yet 
unpublished 

He will continue publishing his books in Ihe West Now r 
that the Soviet Union has signed the international copyright 
convention, he .ilso will give his works to “samizdat.” the 
clandestine “self-publishing” system used by Soviet 
dissenters 

He will further defy officialdom by moving to Moscow to 
live this winter, despite denial of a permit. 


He wanted particularly to speak out in defense of the 
noted physicist, Andrei D Sakharov, a prominent Soviet 
champion of human rights, because he is convinced the in- 
creased harassment of Sakharov and others shows the 
situation is “at a nadir.” 

Any trial of dissidents Pyotr Yakir and Viktor Krassin 
w ill be a “doleful repetition” of the Stalin purge trials of the 
1930s. He feels that if Yakir and Krassin agreed to turn 
state’s evidence, as reported, they have conducted them- 
selves “basely ” 

“BUT I MUST say that my death will not make happy those 
people who count on it to stop my literary activities. Im- 
mediately after my death or immediately after I have 
disappeared or have been deprived of my liberty, my literary 


last will and testament will irrevocably come into force , and 
then the main part of my works will start being published, 
works 1 have refrained from publishing all these years 
“If the officers of the KGB track down and confiscate 
copies of the harmless ’Cancer Ward’ in all provincial cities 
— and fire holders of these copies from their work or drive 
them from higher educational institutions — what will they 
do when my principal and post-humorous books stream out 
all over Russia?” 

He declined to discuss in detail the unpublished “main 
part” of his works, especially in an apartment he believed 
was bugged He turned instead to plans for publishing the 
remainder of theseries that began with “August 1914 ” 

HE SAID THAT probably “I won’t let out October 1916’ 
before the third volume, ’March 1917’ is ready." The two are 
too closely knit and only together could explain his view of 
the course of events, the writer said 
“August 1914“ related in fictional form the catastrophic 
defeat of the Russians by the Germans in the early days of 
World War I The other two books are planned to carry the 
narrative through the Bolshevik revolution.

Among the elements you'll 
want to consider are a table 
and chairs scaled to fit family 
needs and available space; 
facilities for storing dishes, 
glassware, silver, and table 
linens; adequate lighting for 
dining and other actitivies, 
and possibly some means of 
screening off the eating area. 

Designers of metal dining 
furniture have developed a 
particular awareness of what 
is needed for such areas in 
new- homes and. apartments. 


And they’ve created styles 
that are lightly scaled to cope 
with limited space, versatile 
enough to serve round-the- 
clock. and attractive enough 
to satisfy the most 
sophisticated tastes.

The proposal by Commissioners Paul Silver, Rose Mary C 
Robinson and Huey A Ferguson was discussed at a meeting 
of the Board of Commissioners Public Safety and Judiciary 

Committee May 30 . . . 

The concept was supported by a dozen citizens, including 
several women who said they needed divorces but could not 
afford high fees demanded by lawyers. 

THE RESOLUTION in which the three commissioners 
made their proposal stated that the average charge by 


lawyers for each side “in even uncontested, childless 
divorces," is between $400 and $500 

Most outspoken of the supporters was Mrs. Virginia 
Cramer, who said she has been crusading for years to 
eliminate lawyers from divorce procedures. She contended 
that lawyers overcharge for their services. 

Mrs Cramer is under an order by Wayne County Circuit 
Court to refrain from operating a divorce counseling service, 
which included a do-it-yourself divorce kit. 

One man who supported the proposal said he had handled 
his own divorce proceeding in court that morning. The 
whole thing was over in 10 minutes," he declared.

“You mean to tell me that you didn’t know that there was 
cheating in these derbies before the Gronen kid got caught?” 
he asked. 

“Well. I remember when I first got involved in the soap box 
contests and that was way back in 1935,’’ said O’Reilly, whose 
column “Inside Auto Racing” appears in a score of 
magazines. “Back in them days the races I would say were 
pretty honest, but as the methods of building these cars 
became better and more sophisticated, then those wo had the 
engineering acuity moved in. 

“And you see what happened at Akron, didn’t you?” he 
asked. 

WHAT HAPPENED was a 14-year-old youth, James 
Gronen, got his uncle, Robert Lange, to install a battery- 
operated magnet in his derby car and won the nationals. The 
cheating, thanks loan x-ray machine, was later discovered 
by the officials and Gronen was disqualified. 

The winner said his uncle. Robert Lange, told him it was 
okay to install the mechanism because “the Derby rules 
were always violated anyway.” 

“It really wasn’t the x-ray machine that foiled the winner,” 
related O’Reilly, “one of the officials noted that every time 
the Grinen car competed it would ‘sort of jump’ at the 
starting line. This would give the driver an edge, though a 
slim one, but apparently enough to win. 

“Do you know' how close some of those races are - they’re 
photo finishes. 

“Well, anyway, that last race must have really been 
something because, apparently, the battery was run down 
and had not been replaced, so it barely reacted to the 
‘magnetic nose’. 

“I’m glad thing came to light because it shows that 
there is a serious need for revamping the entire contest. It 
also goes to show to what extent some people will go to win.” 

“O’REILLY, has covered the Indianapolis “500” since the 
late forties. 

He has witnessed many changes at the classic race and 
said “the track is one of the major improvements over the 

years.” 

“The track was almost all brick in those early days,” 
related the 60-year-old veteran writer, “and the turns made 
of ashaplt. So when the cars hit the straightaways the driver 
said the vehicles used to shake so bad that they would ac- 
tually move a foot.” 

Speed, of course, has been the difference over the years. In 
1947, Detroiter Mauri Rose won the race with a speed of 116 
miles per hour, while in 1972 Mark Donohue, in a Roger 
Pensky car, finished first at 162.92. 

But speed may not be the name of the game at future “500” 
meets. 

“THE DRIVERS want changes and some of those changes 
include taking the wings off to cut down the speed Almost 
everyone, except Bobby Unser, wants to slow down. 

But wouldn’t that be defeating the purpose of the races? 

“Speed isn’t the important thing here, it’s competition,” 
argues O’Reilly. “I believe fans want to see the competition 
and not how fast a driver is going 

But I thought racing fans thrived upon the maudlin, they 
possess morbid curiosity and patronize such races for the 
thrills and being near death? 

“Not really,” said O’Reilly, "if you have ever been to one 
of thse races you’d find out when such a tragedy does occur, 
the fans are almost equally effected They don’t want to see 
anyone hurt, believe me.”

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USDA eyes regulation 
for lids on glass jars 


The US. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) has 
proposed a change in 
regulations to require the lids 
of glass jars containing meat 
and poultry products be 
designed to prevent the 
possibility of any dirt or in- 
sects getting into the iar 
Officials of USDA's Animal 
and Plant Health Inspection 
Service < APHIS) said 
numerous consumer com- 
plaints have been received 
concerning the quick-twist 
screw-on, and snap-on-tvpe 
lids on containers of meat food 
products. 


Officials said that because 
of the space that exists bet- 
ween the inner edge of the lid’s 
rim and the container itself, 
dirt and insects are able to 
collect inside the lip of the jar 
lid When the jar is opened and 
the vacuum seal is broken, the 
in-rushing air may carry tne 
dirt or insects into the jar. 

Under the proposal, con- 
tainer lids must be designed so 
that foreign matter cannot get 
to the inner part of the lid 
This can be done by 
eliminating the space between 
the lid and the container, or by 
placing a seal over that space.
